ROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


The regular appropriations for the past year have been 
expended as usual, in different parts of the town, a detailed 
account of which in this report would be superfluous, as the 
items will be found in the Auditor’s report. 

During the past season, the causeway wall and part of the 
culvert over Russell brook, near Boyce’s, on North Avenue, 
fell in, necessitating relaying and partly new covering stones ; 
likewise the bridge over Stony Brook, on the old road near N. 
L, Sibley’s, has in conjunction with the town of Waltham been 
rebuilt. These items have added materially to the expenses 
the past year. Several small culverts have been relaid, and 
others badly need relaying, as we regard drainage to be very 
essential if we would have good roads. 

The special appropriations have been expended so far as 
within our power. Concord Street has been widened and 
graded, near the Centrai Railroad ; the hill in front of Mr. John 
Warren’s house cut and graded, adding much to the appear- 
ance of the street, likewise to that of Mr. Warren’s premises. 
Viles Street has been widened most of the way to a width of 
from 22 to 30 feet, and settled will be as good a grade as 
the rise of the hill will allow. 

Egypt hill, so called, on Glen Road, near Jenning’s, has not 
been touched, owing to Wellesley not being ready ; lying as it 
does in two towns, neither one can work alone tu advantage, 
without the co-operation of the other. We have the assur- 
ance of Wellesley authorities that it shall be attended to the 
coming season. 

Owing to unexpected delays beyond our control, the work on 
Church Street has not been commenced. The County Com- 
missioners have defined the lines and set the bounds, and a 
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short time since issued their erder. As soon as the weather 
and soil will permit, the work should be commenced and prose- 
cuted with vigor. 

We again call your attention to Forest Street. The Central 
Railroad shows but little more signs of life, if any, than for 
some time past. ‘‘Hope deferred maketh the heart sick,” 
but we do not yet abandon all hope ; we believe that road will 
at some future time meet the expectations of its friends. Nev- 
ertheless, aside from the Central Railroad, Forest Street is 
decidedly the roughest road in town ; it is narrow, contracted, 
emphatically a one track road. From Church Street to North 
Avenue there is scarcely a place where two carriages can pass 
without extreme caution. The brush has been cut throughout 
its length, but only to make the roadway more hideous, reveal- 
ing the rocks, boulders and banks which formerly they con- 
cealed, and served in part as a screen or railing for the street. 

We recommend an appropriation for Forest Street. 

It is an old saying, but none the less true because it is old, 
that ‘¢ Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty; so with our 
roads, if we could so grade them that they would not wear out 
soon, we could have such as to be proud of; but the unceasing 
wear, especially on our main avenues, requires continual watch- 
fulness and care. 

In conclusion, we would say that we are gratified in seeing 
an awakened interest among our citizens in regard to highways. 
We hope it will continue, and that one and all will see the ad- 
vantages to be gained in unity, rather than in spending our time 
and strength in personal and sectional strife and animosity. 

The thanks of the town are due to Gen. Paine, for the gen- 
erous gift of a roller for highway purposes. 

The subject of Newton Street is reserved for a special report.

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REPORT ON 
NEWTON AND EAST NEWTON STREETS. 


At our last annual meeting it was voted, 


That the Road Commissioners be requested to confer with the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, and with the Jand-holders, and 
report at the next annual meeting, what should be done for the 
alteration of Newton and East Newton Streets, together with 
an estimate of the expense. 


In accordance with that vote, we have conferred with the 
authorities of the. Boston and Albany Railroad, and they have 
stated that it is not their intention to lay a third track across 
East Newton Street at present. 

We therefore recommend that action in regard to that street 

be deferred for the present. 
. In regard to Newton Street, we have conferred with the 
abuttors, with one or two exceptions, and those it would but 
slightly affect. They have all met us pleasantly, and expressed 
a willingness to give their land wherever necessary, to increase 
the width of the street to 35 feet, provided the Town will do 
the fencing. 

Aithough as individuals, in view of the future, we would 
prefer a width of 40 feet, yet we have no doubt that a street 
of lesser width, with the line fences brought to a grade corres- 
ponding with the grade of the road, a travelled way of 25 feet, 
well graded and all obstructions between the lines removed, so 
as to allow of the safe and convenient passing of carriages, 
would be amply sufficient to meet the demands of the public 
for many years to come. 

Therefore, in deference to what we know to be the feeling 
of the abuttors, and to what we believe to be the sentiment of 
the majority of our citizens, we recommend that the Road Com- 
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missioners be instructed to widen, straighten, and define the 
lines of Newton Street to a uniform width of 35 feet, wherever 
practicable. 

In regard to expense, there are some ledges where more or 
less blasting will be necessary, and until the lines are deter- 
mined and the ledge uncovered so as to have a better view, any 
estimate of cost would at the best be but guess work. But we 
would recommend a grant of $2,000, to be expended in widen- 
ing, grading and fencing Newton Street, to commence at the 
junction of Newton and Ash Streets, working towards South 
Avenue, doing the work, as progressed, in a finished and work- 
manlike manner, until the sum is expended.

HIGH SCHOOL. 


The school has been taught during the past year by Mr. Dana 
M. Dustan, of Peterboro’, N. H. Mr. Dustan is a graduate of 
Dartmouth College. He has had some four years of experience 
as an instructor, and came among us with excellent recommenda- 
tions from parties that we knew. ‘The progress of the school for 
the past year has given unmistakable evidence that the choice of 
the present Principal was very wise. ‘The discipline has been 
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kind, firm, impartial and morally elevating. The building has 
been constantly looked after, and measures adopted so that it 
should receive no unnecessary defacement. 

The High School being in a room by itself for two terms, has 
been a relief to the teacher. More of his time has been given to 
his legitimate work, and his own school has received more benefit 
of his experience and talent in imparting instruction than under 
the former arrangement. Effort has especially been made to 
assist the scholar to utilize his knowledge by writing essays. 

The pen has been in use in some manner much of the time 
during the year. In the varied study of English literature there 
is offered a wide scope for the use of the pen, as well as for the 
intellect and imagination. ‘The scholars have been allowed to 
perform experiments in physics, unassisted by the teacher. ‘This 
has awakened an interest in this branch of science that has been 
very gratifying. The study of physical geography was entered 
upon with considerable hesitation and trepidation. But its gen- 
eral principles were very happily mastered, and very gratifying 
progress was made by the class. The daily newspapers cannot 
now be read understandingly without some knowledge of this 
branch of study, which is constantly being perfected. 

The talent for singing in the school is fair. No extra expense 
has been incurred in teaching this art. The teachers have in all 
our schools done good service in this branch the past year. Those 
who cannot sing themselves have encouraged their pupils to cul- 
tivate this talent. We hope the High School will take renewed 
interest in music, and make the most of their talents in this line 
of disciplining themselves for usefulness. 

We are happy to know that our older scholars are availing them- 
selves of the Town library. Under the direction of the Principal, 
standard books that have remained upon the shelves for years 
unread, are now sought with eagerness and studied with profit. 
This is what we have patiently sought to accomplish. We ap- 
preciate the time taken and the patience shown by the librarian, 
in co-operating with the Principal in introducing our scholars to

The manner in which the exercises were enjoyed, and the 
commendation expressed in regard to the manner in which the 
class acquitted themselves, is appreciated by those who have la- 
bored to educate them.

INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 
Miss Apple C. Fiske, Teacher. 


Under the care of the present teacher this school has enjoyed 
a year of unusual prosperity. It never was larger nor possessed 
more mental ability since its organization. If permitted to pursue 
their course of study, we shall be greatly disappointed if we do 
not see the scholars taking high rank. Hard and persistent work 
has been done during the year, and the results are exceedingly 
gratifying to your Committee. Special notice should be made in 
reference to the amount of writing that has been done, in the line 
of compositions and subjects from history given to the scholars, 
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and they writing impromptu all they knew on these subjects as 
soon as announced. ‘The attainments of the school have in this 
important branch met with deserved approbation, both by parents 
and Committee. 

The school is also fortunate in having one who has created a 
very decided interest in singing. Under her inspiration the knowl- 
edgé gained in the Primary schools in this science has not been 
allowed to remain unemployed. We hope that we may see the 
school brought still more under the elevating power of music, 
taking a deeper interest in the cultivation of the vocal organs than 
ever before. 

The school for two terms has been by itself, and the experiment 
has very plainly shown that the pupils have profited by the change. 
Better order has been secured, and increasing interest manifested 
in the studies by the scholars. ‘The entire responsibility of the 
school has been left with the teacher during school hours. ‘This 
is as it should be; and if there is success, or failnre, we can very 
easily determine the cause. ‘The arrangements, when perfected, 
for the accommodation-of both schools in separate rooms in the 
same building, we have reason to believe wil] be adimirable. 

The course of study requires two years. The school is there- 
fore divided into two classes. ‘The studies embraced in the course 
are arithmetic, geography, grammar, U. S. history, reading, writing 
compositions, spelling, and declamations. With average ability, 
good attention and persistent effort, there is reason to expect that 
an excellent preparation may be made for admission into the High 
School. If the scholars are permitted to pursue the course of 
four years in the latter school, in the judgment of your Committee 
the youth of our town ought to have a general and practical edu- 
cation sufficient for the common duties of life.

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Report of the Library Committee. 


The Library Committee respectfully submit the following 
report for the year ending Feb. 29, 1884: 


Two hundred and sixty-one books have been added to the 
library during the year — 228 by purchase, and 33 by gift. 

Whole number of books taken out during the year, 8,070. 

Donations of books and pamphlets have been received from 
the following sources, viz: Mrs. C. J. Paine, Mrs. D.S. Lam- 
son, Mrs. Horatio Hews, Hon. Theodore Lyman, Mr. Herbert 
Merriam, Col. D. S. Lamson, Mr. F. H. Hastings, Gen. W. B. 
Hazen, Mr. E. A. Jones, State of Massachusetts, Cobden Club, 
London, Bureau of Education, American Unitarian Associa- 
tion, Public Libraries of Boston, Lancaster, Wayland and

(For financial exhibit see Treasurer’s report.) 

The books have mostly received careful usage during the 
past year, and are in good condition ; but with the best of care 
they will wear out, and more or less rebinding has to be done 
every year; and we have the past year disposed of a large lot 
of worn out books and worthless trash for paper stock. 

The library continues to be well patronized. Books have 
been taken from the different departments in about the usual 
proportions. In numbers fiction takes the lead, as usual. ‘This 
is always so in all public libraries; but let it be remembered 
that books of fiction are mostly very small, requiring but little 
time to read, are generally read for amusement, and are often’ 
returned to the library unread, if the opening chapters do not 
prove interesting. Whereas the books of the other depart- 
ments not only average very much larger, but are of a more 
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solid character, and taken out with a definite purpose of learn- 
ing something of the subject of which they treat; therefore 
they take up much more time. In fact one could go through 
with several novels in the time that it would take to read 
understandinely one of the larger histories or works of science. 
Hence it will be seen that the number of books taken from the 
public library ought not to be taken as an unerring criterion by 
which to judge of the amount of time spent in reading, or of 
the intelligence and culture of a community. 

In the purchase of books we have kept the educational needs 
of the young steadily in view, and it is gratifying to know (as 
is indicated by the increased and increasing use of the books 
by the pupils of the schools, in connection with their studies), 
that the library is fast taking its proper place as a part of the 
educational system of the town.
